Raging River 
Claims Lives 
Of 4 Persons

PITTSBURGH, June 12—(AP)— 
|The raging waters of an Allegheny 
River spillway took four lives Sun- 
day but river men who refused to 
|quit rescue efforts in the face of 
terrifying odds pulled four others 
|to safety. 

One river man, 50-year-old 
Hull Wright, died a hero. 

He tried desperately to save 
six persons who rode over a I1- 
foot .dam in »their 29-foot cabin 
cruiser 15 miles northeast of 
Pittsburgh. : 
| The four who survived a night of 
|horror were battered and beaten. 

They clung to the cruiser as it 
bobbed in the foaming swirlling 
| Spillway. For seven hours they 
watched scores of rescue attempts 
| fali, 


CRAFT SMASHED 

A blimp, a seaplane and even 
} 
men in a rowboat tried to reach 
| them, 

Just as it seemed their cruiser 
| would capsize, they were pulled to 
| safety by the volunteer crew of a 
}small river towboat piloted by a 
veteran skipper who willingly took 
his chance with fate. He won his 
gamble—and lost his boat as it 
| overturned, 

There were six on the cruiser 
when it missed a lock and went 
over the dam. 

Wright and his boss, veteran 
lockmaster James Woffenden, 
went to their rescue in an 18-foot 
skiff, 
| The small craft was smashed to 
pieces and Woffenden and Wright 
jumped to the cruiser. 

Then, one by one, the four who 
perished began going overboard, 
| Woffenden said, 


LIKE NIGHTMARE 


“It was a nightmare... I tried 
to get everybody to hang on tight 
and wait for help but it wasn't long 
before one of the women was swept 
overboard, The next was Hull. Then 
another woman fell in, Finally a 
man disappeared. That left four of 
us,” Woffenden said.

TAIPEI, Formosa, June 12 
(AP)—Two generals once high in 
Nationalist circles were put to 
death Saturday, allegedly for plot- 
ting to deliver Formosa to the 
Chinese Communists by staging a 
revolt 

With them died a colonel and a 
woman, These were the first an- 
nounced executions arising from a 
big roundup of Communist 
or Formosa in February § and 
March 

Chief among them was Lt-Gen 
Wu Shih. He held the strategic 
position of vice-minister of defence 
when arrested March 2 


The art of Wu and others at 
the time was credited with having 
prevented the uprising. A secret 
radio transmitter was found in the 
defence ministry 

The others executed by shooting 
were Lt-Gen. Chen Pao-Chong, 
who was in ch e of conscription 
when he was arrested; Col. Nyishih 
and Miss Tsu Kan-Tse
